Detailed Action 

Applicants' response with amendments and arguments filed on 01/27/10 in 
supplemental response (following a telephone conversation with the applicants' attorney 
Raymond D. Smith on 12/14/09, 01/05/10 and 01/25/10), has been fully considered and 
are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Thus, 
claims 1, 6, 7, 12 and 16-23 are pending in this application for examination. 

Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office action are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Information disclosure statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 10/22/09 and 08/10/06 

are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the IDS has been 
considered and initialed by the examiner. 

Examiner Amendment 

An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes

Claim 21: Delete claim 21 and replace with "The recombinant nucleotide 

sequence according to claim 1, wherein the nucleotide sequence coding for the 

(3-lactamase comprises SEQ ID NO: 2 and encodes (3-lactamase BlaP."

Claim 23: Delete claim 23 and replace with "The recombinant nucleotide 
sequence according to claim 1, wherein at least one nucleic acid sequence 
encoding the at least one heterologous sequence comprises SEQ ID NO: 25 and 
encodes protein A of Staphylococcus aureus with two Fc Binding domains." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 6, 7, 12 and 16-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a 
diligent search, it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a 
recombinant nucleotide sequence which codes upon expression a bifunctional hybrid 
active-site serine p-lactamase protein (class A, C or D p-lactamase protein) that bears 
at least one heterologous sequence in a region located between two neighboring alpha 
helices of the p-lactamase sequence, wherein the region is selected from the group 
consisting of a region forming a juncture between alpha helix 8 and alpha helix 9 of 
TEM-1 p-lactamase; and b) a region forming a juncture between the alpha helices of 
said class A, C or D p-lactamase and said alpha helices corresponding to the alpha 
helix 8 and alpha helix 9 of TEM-1 p-lactamase. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
